ORDINANCE 2021-02

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING CHAPTER 61 Beaches, Parks, Recreational Areas
and Facilities, Section 61-6 Rules and Regulations

The purpose of this Ordinance is to add and amend the Rules governing vending on the
Borough beach.

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMISSIONERS OF THE BOROUGH OF LONGPORT
that:

Section 16-6 M. is amended as follow:

§ 61-6 M. Rules and regulations.
[Amended 5-4-1983]

It shall be unlawful for any person to engage in any of the following acts or conduct
during the bathing season or at other times if so specified herein:

M. To peddle, sell or offer for sale any article, goods [including ice cream], wares or
merchandise on the public beaches, except by a vendor holding valid beach vending
licenses and except for vending by the Borough of Longport. The Commissioners of the
Borough of Longport may issue a vending license under such terms and conditions and
under such rules and regulations as may be adopted by resolution. [Application for a
beach vending license shall be in accordance with Code Provision §111-20 — 28.]
Without limitation of the generality of the foregoing, the terms, conditions, rules and
regulations may include: (1) designating the portion of Longport beaches subject to
vending; (2) length of the vending season; (3) vendor licensing and the length of the
license term; (4) products which may be sold and maximum selling prices; (5) number
of vending helpers; (8) revocation, renewal and transfer thereof; (9) indemnification of
the Borough of Longport; and (10) such other matters as the Board of Commissioners
may adopt. The foregoing terms in the singular shall include the plural and vice versa.
No property right whatsoever shall accrue to a license holder under any circumstances,
and the Borough shall not be under any obligation to issue or renew any beach vending
license. . [A person or entity seeking a beach vending license must first obtain a
Registration Certificate as required by Code Provision 8132.1 et sed. any
individual employed by the person or entity awarded a beach vending license to
work on the Borough beach is required to undergo a background check as set
forth by the Chief of Police.]
